ROME,  vU  Pari*.  Aug.  9.— The  follow- 
ing official  statement  was  laaued  tonight 
at  the  headquarter*  of  the  Italian  gen- 
eral ataff: 

"On  the  Upper  Comellco  (Cadore)  our 
troop*  established  'themselves  solidly  <m 
Cimo  Undid. 

"in  Carnla,  one  of  our  detachments 
defending  Cavallo  Pasn,  between  Frel- 
Irofel  and  Val  Grande,  attacked  the  Aus- 
trian trenches  opposite  on  the  morning 
of  tbe  7th  and  drove  out  the  occupants. 

"At  nightfall  the  enemy  In  force  at- 
tempted— to — rarer  or — tb4* — position, — but 


was  repulsed  with  heavy  losses. 

"In  the  Plava  aone  our  troops  occu- 
pied some  enemy  entrenchments  near 
Zagora  and  Paljano,  taking  a  quantity 
of  ammunition,  hand  grenades  and 
trenches. 

"On  the  Carso  Plateau  the  action  con- 
tinues to   develop    favorably   for    us. 

"Yesterday  the  enemy  again  began  to 
throw  bombs  on  the  Monfalcone  sides, 
canal  ng  a  fresh  outbreak  or  lira. 
Which  was  mastered  rapidly  by  our 
valiant  troops,  although  they  were 
•helled  continuously  by  the  enemy's  ar- 
tillery." 

ROME,  Aug.  9.— The  Italians  have 
driven  the  Auatrians  from  tbe  Pass  of 
Montosso  and  occupied  the  Austrian 
positions,  according  to  an  official  atate- 
ment  lsaued  from  the  War  Office  today. 

The  victory,  which  is  regarded  here 
as  of  far- reaching  importance,  was  ac- 
complished mainly  through  the  efforts 
Of  the  Alpine  troops,  who  dragged  artil- 
lery up  to  a  height  of  10,000  feet  in  the 
Tyrolean  Alps  and  from  that  elevated 
point  of  vantage  poured  an  irresistible 
lire  into  -the  Austrian  trenches. 
Defence   U  Feeble 

ROME,  Aug.  9. — Oorlala  practically 
baa  been  destroyed  by  Italian  artillery, 
according  to  announcement  made  hero 
today. ,  The,  streets  are  _  "Had.  wHh 
debrl*^a&d~tne*r*maTnlng  10.000  of 
Gorilla's  normal  population  of  40,000  are 
living  in  cellars. 

The  defence  Is  getting  noticeably 
feeble,  the  Italian  artillery  preventing 
replenishment  of  ammunition  and  sup- 
plies. 

VIENNA.  Aug.  9.— The  following  offi- 
cial statement  was  Issued  tonight: 

"In  the  Italian  war  theatre,  the  south- 
ern part  of  the  Doberdo  Plateau  has 
been  under  a  heavy  artillery  Are,  which 
our  artillery   successfully   answered. 

"in  the  Plava  region  there  baa  been 
increase  artillery  activity.  A  feeble  at- 
tempt by  hostile  infantry  to  break 
through  our  poslttona  near  Zagora 
failed. 

"On  the  Carlnthian  front  small  hos- 
tile detachments  attacked  unsuccess- 
fully at  several  points.  Before  our  po- 
sitions on  the  Bladner-Joch  (7,540  feet 
high)   the  enemy  left  over  100  dead* 

"In  the  region  of  the  Tyrolean  fron- 
tier one  of  our  patrols  on  the  crest  of 
the  Corno  Ulanco  (11.265  feet  high)  re- 
pulsed a  hostile  company,  Inflicting 
heavy  losses  without  'losing  a  single 
man." 


RUSSIA  REFUSES  TERMS 


LONDON,  Aug.  ».— neuter's  corres- 
pondent at  Petrograd  says: 

"The  Bourse  Oaaette  learns  from  aa 
unimpeachable  source  that  the  German 
Emperor  made  an  offer  of  peace  to  Rus- 
sia last  week  through  tbe  King  of  Den- 
mark. The  answer  sent  to  the  King 
stated  that  the  QuaetlOn.of  peace  nego- 
tiations could  not  be  raised  at  the  pres- 
ent time." 

PETROGRAD,  Aug.  9.— The  report 
that  Germany  has  made  peace  proposals 
to  Russia  became  known  In  official  cir- 
cles here  several  days  ago.  and  was 
discussed  freely  1n  the  lobbies  of  the 
Duma,  according  to  Tbe  Vecberne 
Vremya. 

"We  learn  on  good  authority,"  says 
the  newspaper,  "that  Germany,  through 
Denmark,  proposed  to  Russia  a  separate 
peace,  Russia  to  receive  Gallcia.  while 
Germany  would  retain  the  western  dis- 
trict   of  Poland. 

"A  representative  of  the  foreign  of- 
fice categorically  denied  that  there  was 
the  remotest  'possibility  of  any  peace 
negotiations.  In  the  lobbies'  of  the 
Duma  the  proposal  was  dismissed  as 
unworthy   of  serious   consideration." 

LONDON,  Aug.  9.— The  British  Gov- 
ernment has  received  no  official  report 
of  Germany's  rumored  peace  proposal 
to   Russia. 

Official  circles  neither  confirm  nor 
deny  the  report,  holding  that  If  true, 
the  proposal  probably  Is  In  such  a  ten- 
tative form  that  it  would  not  be  incum- 
bent on  Russia  formally  to  communi- 
cate it  to  the  Allies.

CON8TANTLNOPLK.  Aug.  9.  —  The 
Turkish  battleship  Kheyr-Dtn  Berber- 
aim  win  torpedoed  and  sunk  today  by 
a  British  submarine  In  the  Sea  of  Mar- 
mora. 

The  official  statement  telling  of  the 
loss  of  the  battleship  says: 

"The  loss  of  the  Barbarossa.  which 
was  sunk  this  morning,  however  regret- 
table In  Itself,  does  not  affect  us  exces- 
sively except  that  It  places  the  atrength 
of  our  fleet,  compared  with  that  of  the 
enemy.  In  the  ratio  of  one  to  ten." 

The  Kheyr»Dln  Barbara***  wee  a 
battleship  of  9,991  tone  displacement. 
She  was  completed  at  Wllhelmahaven  In 
1994,  being  formerly  the  Kurfurst 
Krledrlch  Wllhelm,  and  was  purchased 
by  Turkey  from  the  German  Government 
tn  1919.  She  waa  aimed  with  el*  ll-tnch 
■una,  eight  4.1  inch,  eight  3-4,  and  had 
three  torpedo  tubes.  Her  maximum 
speed  was  seventeen  knots  and  her 
complement  about  tee.

LONDON,  Aug.  9.— While  the  Austro- 
Gorman  armies  made  fresh  progress  to- 
day in  their  campaign  against  the 
Russians,  the  Western  front  took  on  a 
new  impetus,  Sir  John  French  reporting 
a  fierce  artillery  engagement  in  which 
British  and  French  forces  captured 
trenches  at  Hooge,  along  a  front  of 
1,200  yards. 

Tbe  occupation  of  'Praga,  reported  by 
the  Germans,  brlnga  to  a  dramatic 
climax  the  fleet  phase  of  tbe  drive  at 
the  Polish  capital  and  taVreaign  ot 
Mewttttt- Wlahfl,  of  which  iTarsaw  Is 
the  chief  centre.  Praga  Is  essentially 
n  part  of  the  capital,  with  great  *>all way 
stations  on  the  railroad  running,  to 
Petrograd  and  Moscow.  Few  1c  tails 
have  been  received  of  the  Grand  Duke 
Nicholas'  final  stand  at  Praga,  but  the 
indications  are  the  withdrawal  of  the 
Russians  became  Imperative  to  escape 
from  the  German  lines  gradually  draw- 
ing  together1  In   their   rear. 

Warsaw  Is  the  apex  or  the  letter  V, 
the  arms  of  which  are  tne  River  Narew 
on  the  north  and  the  Vistula  on  the 
south.<  The  German  lines  spread  along 
these  rivers  are  contracting  gradually 
as  the  armies  in  the  north  and  those 
In  the  south  approach  each  other.  The 
territory  on  which  the  Russians  with- 
draw to  safer  positions  now  is  hardly 
more   than   thirty   miles  across. 

-Besides  this  enveloping  movement 
immediately  to  the  cast  of  Warsaw, 
Berlin  reports  a  steady  hammering  at 
the  great  Russian  fortresses  of -Kovno 
and  Lomza.  the  chief  significance  ot 
which  is  their  proximity  to  the  lines 
of  railway  communications  to  Petro- 
grad. Novo  Georgievsk  Is  the  only 
place  west  of  Warsaw  at  which  a  Rus- 
sian  garrison  remains,  and  Its  fall 
seems    imminent. 

The  attitude  of  Poles  toward  the  new 
German  regime  Is  arousing  deep  In- 
terest, as  the  occupation  of  Warsaw 
unites  for  the  first  time  three  branches 
of  the  Poles,  heretofore  divided  among 
Russia,  -o«rin«ny  una  Austria.  "Under 
the  Russian  regime,  Poland  haa  been,  a 
hotbed    of   discord. 

The  official  report  from  Berlin  char- 
acterised the  operations  around  Hoogc 
as  "a  battle."  but  Sir  John  French's 
later  report  shows  them  to  have  been 
another  trench  fight  prepared  by  a 
severe  artillery  exchange  resulting  in 
marly  a  mile  of  trenches  captured  by 
the    British. 

The  commander  of  another  British 
submarine,  whose  name  has  not  been 
disclosed,  was  reported  today  to  have 
distinguished  himself  by  sinking  the 
Turkish  battleship  Kheyr-ed-Din  'Bar- 
barossa. 

PETROGRAD.  Aug.  9.-^after  holding 
Field  Marshal  von  "Mackensen  at  bay 
for  ten  days  until  the  troops  retiring 
from  Warsaw  could  reach  their  pre-' 
pared  defences,  the  Rueelana  are  new 
retreating  from  the  Wleprs  River. 

For  many  days  the  fate  of  the  en- 
tire Russian  army  depended  upon  the 
troops  along  the  Wleprs.  Though  they 
Buffered  heavy  losses  from  the  terri- 
fic artillery  fire  directed  against  their 
positions,  they  held  their  ground  until 
ordered  to  retire. 

By  drawing*  hack  his  forces  along  the 
W  lepra,  the  .  Grand  Duke  Nicholas 
maintains  an  unbroken  front  Though 
the  Germans  and  Auatrians  "have  made 
thrust  after  thrust  In  an  attempt  to 
pierce  the  front,  at  no  point  have  they 
succeeded.  It  is  asserted  at  the  .War 
Office. 

In  the  Riga  region,  the.  effect  of  rein- 
forcements sent  to  the  Russians  la  al- 
ready making  Itself  left  These  fresh 
troops,  same  of  whom  were  sent  to  the 
front  with  only  one  month's  training. 
have  burled  thcmselvra  fiercely  upon 
the  Germans,  who  are  trying  to  flask 
the  northern  end  of  the  Russian  line. 
and  have  rolled  the  enemy  bach  to- 
wards   MltAu.

Belgian    Committee     Issues     Report    of

PARIS,   Aug.    9— A   report   to   the  Bel- 
gian   committee    investigating    vlolaton-* 


oi'  International  law,  iasucd  today  In 
Paris'  by  the  Belgian  legation,  la  de- 
voted to  Instances  of  aliened  violations 
by  the  Germans  of  Article  52  of  -the 
fourth  Uagua  Convention  governing  tho 
laws  and   customs  of   land   warfare.    - 

Examples  cited  cover  alleged  Ger- 
man attempts,  first  by  offering  wages 
as  high  as  20  marks  (about  95)  a  day, 
and  finally  by  force,  to  compel  Belgian 
civilians  to  work  in  arsenals,  on  rail- 
ways used  for  military  purposes,  and  In 
the  wire  factories.  Tho  report  gives 
details  of  alleged  violations  at  Luttre, 
MiillneH  and  Swevedchm,  and  quotes  the 
text  of  an  order  by  Lieut-General  Count 
von  Westarf,  the  German  commander 
nt  Ohent,  dated. In  that  city  June  10,  in 
part  as  follows: 

"The  attitude  of  certain  factories 
which,  under  the  pretext  of  patriotism, 
relying  on  The  Hague  Convention,  re- 
fuse to  work  for  the  German  army, 
proves  that  among  the  populaton  there 
Is  an  inclination  to  raise  difficulties 
fcr  the  administration  of  the  German 
army.

PARIS,  Aug.  9.— The  following  offi- 
cial communication  was  Issued  tonight: 

"The  day  has  been  comparatively 
quiet  on  the  whole  front.  In  Artols, 
between  the  Comme  and  the  Oise  and 
in  the  valley  of  the  A  lane,  some  artil- 
lery fighting  have  been  reported,  and 
Rhelms  has  again   been  bombarded. 

"In  tho  Argonne  near  the  Fontalne- 
aux-Charmes,  tjie  enemy  attempted  to 
capture  our  portions,  but  they  were 
repulsed  everywhere. 

"In  the  Vosges  there  was  only  artil- 
lery firing.  This  morning  an  air  squad- 
ron, consisting  of  thirty-two  bombard- 
ing aeroplanes,  convoyed  by  some  speed 
planes,  sallied  forth  to  bombard  the 
station  and  factories  of  Saarebruecken 
(northwest  of  Met*).  The  weather  con- 
ditions  were   favorable,   the   valleys  be- 


lng  concealed   under  fog  and   tbe  sky 
cloudy. 

"Notwithstanding  the  difficulties  at- 
tending the  proper  steering  of  fhe  air- 
craft twenty-eight  aeroplanes  reached 
their  goal  and  dropped  194  shells  of 
varied  calibre.  The  speed  planes  mean- 
while were  keeping  away  German  avi- 
ators who  were  attempting  to  cut  off 
the  squadron  from  its  destination.  Many 
Itrea  were  observed  in  the  territory 
shelled." 

Plghtiag  la  Tosges 

PARIS.  Aug.  9.— righting  of  extreme 
violence  took  place  on  Saturday  In  the 
Vosges  Mountains  tn  consequence  of 
«  German  attack.  The ;  official  French 
announcement  of  yesterday  said  this 
attack  had  been  repulsed.  The'  state- 
ment waa  as  follows: 

"In  the  Argonne  late  on  Saturday , 
the  Germans'  penetrated  one  of  our  po- 
sitions in  a  salient  In  tbe  western  part 
of  the  forest  of  Fontaine  Houyette. 
They  were  driven  back  and  maintained 
themselves  In  a  lookout  post  In  ad- 
vance of  our  first  line.  During  tbe 
night  the  Germans  attacked  in  the  sec- 
tor of  I  .a  f  I  He.  They  obtained  a  foot- 
ing In  one  of  our  trenches,  but  were 
ejected  Immediately,  except  on  a  front 
of  thirty  yards. 

"In  the  Vosges  a  German  attack  In 
the  afternoon  attained  extreme  violence, 
rt  was  directed  against  our  positions 
at  l.lngekopf  and  Rchratmaneie  and  the 
neck  of  land  which  separates  these  two 
heights.  Our  assailants  were  repulsed 
and  suffered  heavy  loeees.  Before  the 
portion  of  the  front  held  by  only  one 
of  our  companies  the  corpses  of  more 
than  199  Gsrmana  remained  In  tbe  net- 
work of  oar   entanglements" 

Dt'NKlRK.  Prance,  Aug.  9.— Tho 
bombardment  of  Dunkirk  by  the  giant 
German  gun  operating  from  rianden 
permits  the  carrying  on  of  the  business 
of  the  etty  four  and  a  half  minutes  out 
of   every   fire. 

There  la  only  one  gun  being  used  la 
this  bombardment  and  the  shells  eeene 
regularly  every  five  minutes.  The  peo- 
ple of  the  town  take  advantage  of  the 
Intervals  between  expteetona  la  trans- 
ect business,  allowing  themselves  about 
half  a  minute  ta  make  for  their  eel- 
Ura" 


PARIS,  Aug.  9.— A  renewal  of  the 
Balkan  League  and  Its  entry  into  tho 
war  on  the  side  of  the  Allies  Is  be- 
lieved to  be  in  sight,  owing  to  the 
efforts  of  the  ministers  of  Russia, 
Great  Britain,  France  and  Italy.  Th'n 
time,  it  is  expected,  the  league  will 
Include  Roumanla,  which  remained 
aloof  from  the  former  agreement  and, 
In  consideration  of  her  threatened  in- 
tervention tn  the  second  Balkan  War, 
acquired  from  Bulgaria  .an  additlonul 
area  of  more  than  2,000  square  miles 
of  territory. 

Collective  representations  were 
made  last  week  to  .the  Serbian  Pre- 
mier Nikola  Pachltch.  An  official 
''Serbian  communication  Issued  at  Nlsit, 
aald  that  the  representations  of  the 
Ministers  of  the  Allies  were  mo -it 
friendly  an*  w*r*  made  In  the  hope  of 
avoiding  friction  between  the  Balkan 
States  and  In  establishing  an  entente 
between  them,  thus  bringing  nearer 
the  final  success  of  fhe  Allies  In  the 
war. 

1  The  step  Is  of  the  highest  sig- 
nificance, in  view  of  the  pressuro

Re- 
ports of  a  reorganisation  of  the  Balkan 
Alliance  under  the  guiding  hand  »f 
Eleutherlbs  Venixelos.  formerly  the 
Greek  Premier  and  the  originalor  of 
the  alliance,  are  current. 

This  is  considered  signiflcant  as  M. 
,\'enl/.eloH  Is  an  ardent  supporter  of  the 
(Quadruple  Entente,  and  on  this  issue 
his  party  was  returned  victorious  in 
4  he  recent  elections.  Therefore  it  Is 
considered  likely  that  when  M.  Veni- 
xelos returns  to  office  this  month, 
definite  steps  will  be  taken  to  join  the 
Allies. 

t  'lourrianla  haa  refused  to  allow  Ger- 
man arms  and  ammunition  to  pass

Sir  John  French  Reports  Suc- 
cessful Attack  on  the  Ger- 
man lines  at  Hooge — Allies 
Co-operate, 


LONDON,  Aug.  9.—  Sir  John  French, 
commander-in-chief  of  the  British  forces 
in  France,  reports  that  the  lost  trenches 
at  Hooge,  east  of  Ypres,  tn  Belgium, 
have  been  retaken  by  the  British  troops, 
and  that  they  have  advanced  on  a  front 
of  1,200  yards. 

The  statement  follows: 

"Since  my  communication  of  August 
1  the  artillery  on  both  sides  has  been 
active  north  and  east  of  Ypres!  In  these 
exchanges  the  advantage  has  been  with 
us. 

"This  morning,  after  a  successful  ar- 
tillery bombardment  in  which  the  French 
on  our  left  co-operated  effectively,  we  at- 
tacked the  trenches  at  Hooge  captured 
by  the  enemy  on  July  90.  These  were 
all  retaken  and,  following  up  this  suc- 
cess, we  made  further  progress  north 
and  west  of  Hooge,  extending  the  from 
of  the  trenches  captured   1,200  yards. 

"During  this  fighting  our  artillery 
shelled  a  German  train  at  Langcmarck 
(five  miles  northeast  of  Ypres),  derail- 
ing and  setting  fire  to  Ave  trucks. 

"The  captures  reached  amounted  to 
three  officers  and  124  men  of  other 
ranks,  and  two  machine  guna" 

BERLIN,  Aug.  9.— The  following  offi- 
cial statement  was  Issued  ■  from  head- 
quarters tonight: 

"In  tha  Western  theatre— A  battle  de-

"Yesterday  French  aeroplanes  were 
brought  down  at  Daramerklrch  and 
near  Black  Lake,  while  early  today 
aeroplanes  were  shot  down  by  our 
battle  aeroplanes  near  Ypres,  Gonrev- 
ange  and  at  Harboney.

Strong  German  Fleet  Failed  to 
Penetrate  Defences  of  Port 
— Russian  Troops  Develop 
Vigorous  Offensive, 


PETROGRAD.  Aug.  ».— The  following 
official  communication  was  issued  to- 
night: 

"A  German  fleet  of  nine  battleships 
and  twelve  cruisers,  with  a  large  num- 
ber of  torpedo  boat  destroyers,  persis- 
tently attacked  the  entrance  to  the  Gulf 
of  Riga  on  Sunday,  but  everywhere  were 
repulsed.  Our  seaplanes,  .throwing 
bombs,  contributed  to  our  success.  A 
cruiser  and  two  torpedo  boat  destroyers 
of  the  enemy  were  damaged  by  our 
mines." 

An  official  explanation  or  the  attack  of 
the  German  fleet  on  Riga  was  given  out 
tonight  as  follows: 

"The  Gulf  of  Riga  would  allow  the 
Germans  to  give  powerful  aid  to  their 
army  now  occupying  the  western  coast 
of  the  Gulf.  With  the  object  of  pene- 
trating the  Gulf,  the  fleet  appeared  on 
Sunday  oft*  Dirben  Channel,  which  Is  the 
only  practicable  port  for  large  ships  to 
enter.  The-  enemy  made  three  attacks 
with  the  object  of  breaking  the  mine 
barrier  protected  by  our  fleet. 

"Our  seaplanes  and  warships  co-oper- 
ated to  repel  the  enemy.  The  Germans 
did  not  succeed  tn  passtnjfohr  defences. 
Three  of  his  ships  were  damaged  by 
mines  near  Dirben.  None  of  our  ships 
were  lost." 

LONDON,  Aug.  10.— Although  the  Rus-

newed  his  attacks  on  the  fortifications 
of  Kovno.  Our  positions  during  the 
course  of  tin-  day  underwent  an  In- 
tense artillery  bombardment  by  the 
enemy,  and  his  attacks  against  our  ad- 
vanced  positions,  were  of  an  extremelp 
desperate  character.  According  to  th« 
latest  reports  received,  the  German  aa- 
sault  against  the  western  front  of 
Kovno  last  night  was  .everywhere  re- 
pulsed with  enormous  losses  to  them. 
Our  artillery  responded  energetically: 
to   the  enemy's  lire. 

"Near  Ossowets  and  In  the  region  of 
Jedwabno  there  haa  been  violent  firing. 

"On  the  left  bank  of  the  Narew  on 
Sunday  there  was  isolated  fighting, 
particularly  tn  the  direction  of  Lomea, 
the  section  north  of  Lomsa  and  the 
Ostro  road.  «, 

"In  the  other  regions  ami  on  the 
right  bank  of  the  Middle  Vistula  there 
have   been  no  Important  actions. 

"On  the  roads  to  Vladova  aa  well  a* 
on  the  Bug,  the  Zlota  Llpa  an  I 
Dniester  Rivers,  tbe  situation  la  un- 
changed." 

VIENNA,  Aug.  9— The  following 
statement  was  issued  today; 
.  "In  the  Russian  theatre  the  enemy 
Who-  recreated  from  the  Vistula,  la  be- 
ing pursued.  Austro-Hungarlan  and 
German  forces  yesterday  eroaaad  the 
main  road  from  Warsaw  to  Lukow  and 
an  easterly  direction  between  the 
railway  from  Ivangorod  to  Lukow  and 
the  village  of  Garwolin.  The  left  bank 
of  the  Vieprs  and  the  right  bank  »f 
the  Vistula,  near  Ivangorod,  having 
been  cleared  of  the  enemy,  our  troops 
crossed  the  Vieprs  In  a  northeaat  and 
northerly  direction. 

"The  battlefields  of  Lubarto  and 
Mlechow  showed  traces  of  the  enemy's 
hasty  flight.

OTTAWA,  Aug.  ».— All  restrictions 
upon  recruitln*-  which  hitherto  havo 
)>«cn  in  fores  have  been  abolished  by 
the  (Government  upon  the  advice  of 
the  Militia  Council.  No  longer  will  a 
man  be  prevented  from  enlisting  be- 
cause his  wife  objects.  No  longer  will 
the  parents  of  a  minor  have  power  ta 
stop  him  enlisting  if  he  desires.  No 
longer  will  discharge  be  granted  on 
receipt  of  lib  to  men  who  change  their 
minds  and  desire  to  leave  the  forces. 
All  such  conditions  have  been  wiped 
out. 

"We  are  at  war,"  said  Senator 
IiOUgheed,  acting  Minister  of  Militia, 
in  explaining  this  morning,  "and  we 
nave  decided  to  adopt  the  same  reg- 
ulation* In  connection  with  recruiting 
as  are  in  force  In  the  United  King- 
dom." • 

In  the  past  the  department  has  been 
bothered  with  protests  from  the  wives 
of  men  who  had  joined,  and  these  pro- 
tests  had  to  be  recognised.  As  a  re- 
sult of  such  protests  It  Is  estimate  i 
that  several  hundred  men  wno 
gathered  at  Valcartler  were  sent  home.

LONDON.  Aug.  ».— The.  Board  of 
Trade  figures  for  the  month  of  July 
show  an  increase  of  £16,171.663  In  Im- 
ports. The  principal  Increases  were  In 
food  and  metals. 

The  exports  show  a  decrease  of  £34,- 
.721,611,  chiefly  in  coal,  yarns,  textiles 
and  machinery. 

The  ImportH  from  tne  United  states 
In  the  half  year  ending  July  30  amount- 
ed In  round  figures  to  £124,000,000.  In 
the  same  period  a  year  ago  tho  Im- 
ports reached  £70,000,<>00,  while  the 
year  before  they  totalled  £63,000,000. 

Exports  for  July,  as  shown  by  the 
returns,  are  the  largest  recorded  since 
the  war  broke  out.  An  interesting  Item 
In  the  exports,  which  Is  the  direct  re- 
sult of  the  blockade  against  German 
trade,  is  the  increase  of  nearly  $2,600,- 
000  In  chemicals,  drugs,  dyes  and  colors. 


SKATTLK,  Aug.  0.— The  passengers 
and  conductor  of  a  Pacific  Northwestern 
traction  car,  bound  from  Seattle  to 
Everett,  were  held  up  and  robbed  by  a 
bandit  late  tonight  two  miles  north  of 
the  city  limits.

Only  one  end  Is  considered  In  work- 
ing the  mlne» — getting  as  much  out  of 
the  pits  as  possible,  without  any  con- 
Moderations  for  the  customary  opera- 
tions necessary  for  the  consolidation 
and  permanency  of  the  mines.  It  is, 
unfortunately,  only  too  clear  that  after 
the  war  a  considerable  time  must  elapse 
before  the  mines  can  once  again  be  put 
In  sound  condition  for  economical  work- 
tog.

CONSTANTINOPLE.  Aug-  3  <r,v 
Courier  to  Pedeagatch.  tlien<<>  l.y  tabic) 
—In  a  determined  effort  to  eradicate 
from  the  Ottoman  Empire  all  traces  of 
things  European,  the  Young  Turks  have 
just  ordered  the  removal  of  all  oualniMM 
slgnH  written  in  Latin  and  unman  i-iiar- 
aeteiM.  Only  Turkish  character*  can  be 
used  hereafter  in  signs  and  advertise- 
ments. The  same  order  applies  to  drug- 
gists1 prescriptions.  The  order  became 
effective  yesterday  and  Constantinople 
arose  to  find  herself  the  greatest  laby- 
rinth of  mystery  in  the  world.  Two- 
thirds  of  the  city's  1,300,000  Inhabitants 
are  Greeks,  Armenians,  Jews  and  na- 
tives of  other  countries.  Tney  have  a 
slight  speaking  knowledge  of  the  Turkish 
tongue,  but  know  little  of  the  Turkish 
printed  characters.  Strangers  found  it 
exceedingly  difficult  to  get  about,  and 
the  average  Citizen  eould  not  tall  from 
its  sign  whether  a  building  harbored  a 
hotel  or  a  stable. 

The  removal  of  the  European  lan- 
guages signs  .continued  all  day  yester- 
day, several  thousand  men  being  em- 
ployed.  No  line  Of  business  was  ex- 
empted. Even  doctors  and  lawyer* 
were  compelled  to  take  down  their 
brass  signplatcs  and  substitute  Turkish 
characters  or  go  without.  Most  of  the 
regular  professional  men  could  not  read 
their  own  names  printed  In  Turkish 
characters.  The  Standard  Oil,  and  tho 
typewriter  concerns  had  thousands  of 
signs  and  advertisements  all  over  the 
ci:>  printed  in  lCnglUh  and  West  Euro- 
pcan  languages.  In  some  instances 
they  saved  their  signs  by  obliterating 
the  English  words  and  leaving  only  pic- 
tures of. sewing  machines  or  typewriters 
on    their  posters. 

The  pharmacists  made  firiv  efforts  to 
convince  tho 'Government  that  tho  car- 
rying out  of  the  oruer  would  endanger 
tlie  health  of  tho  community.  Th»y 
pointed  out  that  riisd'.u&l  formulae*  had 
their  basis  in  the  Latin  language  and 
said  it  would  be  Impossible  to  overrun 
precedents  of  centuries,  The  Govern- 
ment in  reply  Invited  the  pharmacist*  to 
keep  their  prescriptions  and  boitlrs  la- 
belled In  Turkish  or  go  out  of  business.

to  him  to  this  effect.  The  original 
given  Foster  was  a  circular  authorising 
him  to  appoint  agents  and  inspectors, 
but  contained  a  notice,  added  by  Col.

The 
original  was  before  the  public  accounts 
committee  at  Ottawa  and  was  given  to 
the  press  there.

Neal  had  refused  at  first  to  buy  horses 
In  Nova  Scotia,  when  800  horses  were 
required  quickly  to  act  as  paymaster 
only  for  the  buying  In  his  Province 
without  remuneration.  He  produced  a 
copy  of  his  letter  to  Colonel  Neal  to  this 
effect. 

Altogether  428  horses  were  purchased 
In  Nova  Scotia,  for  which  the  remount 
department  cheques  calling  for  $72,9v4 
were  Issued   by  Mr.    Foster,  an  average 

Of   $170.00  a  horse. 

Colonel  Neal  is  at  present  at  the  front, 
but  It  was  stated  that  his  evidence ,on 
the  appointment  of  buyers  and  inspect- 
ors will  be  secured  In  some  way. 

The  witnesses  today  also  included  a 
number  of  farmers  who  had  sold  horses 
to  Mr.  McKay,  and  which  were  Inspected 
by  Dr.  Chlpman,  veterinary.  Many  of 
the  horses  purchased  were  over  ten 
years  old,  the  official  age  being  eight, 
whil'  some  were  lifteen  years  old.  Each 
witness  swore  that  Mr.  Foster  wAs  not 
present  when  horses  were  purchased  by 
McKay,  and  stated  that  no  "rake-off"  had 
been  paid   to  anybody. 

During  (he  day  Woodworth  and 
Keever.  who  are  In  the  United  states, 
were  again  telegraphed  to  and  asked  to 
appear  before  the  commission,  after  Sir 
Charles  Davidson  had  Intimated  that  he 
could  not  accept  the  explanations  which 
have  been  given  for  the  absence  of 
these   two   witnesses. 


ITALY'S  HARD  TASK 

Minister,   metnraed   Troai  Tront,  »oln*,s 

Ont   Tremendous   Obstacles   on 

Carso   Plateau 

ROMK,  Aug.  ».— signor  Orlando,  Min- 
ister of  Justice,  who  has  lately  returned 
from  the  front,  warns  his  fellow  coun- 
trymen of  the  Immense  difficulties  of 
the  struggle  around  Gorlzta  on  the 
high  plateau  of  Carso,  which  might 
almost    be    called    impregnable. 

"looking  at  the  line  protecting  the 
left  bank  of  the  Iaonso,"  he  says,  "one 
receives  the  impression  that  God,  In 
creating  It,  set  led  like  an  omnipotent 
officer  of  military  engineering,  render- 
ing the  task  of  defense  as  easy  as 
the  task  of  attacking  la  formidable. 
The  configuration  of  the  mountain,  the 
direction  of  the  lines,  the  nature  of  the 
roc*  of  which  they  are  formed  and  the 
proximity  of  a  rapid,  deep  river,  all 
seem  arranged  to  prevent  a  paaaage, 
while  the  natural  difficulties  are  com- 
preted  by  the  marve|lpus  perfection 
of  man's  work  of  protection.  Long 
months  of  preparation  on  the  part  of 
the  Austrlans  have  enabled  them  to 
provide  all  that  is  most  modern  and 
complete  In  military  science.  Extensive 
trench  construction,  the  security  of 
hiding  places,  natural  and  artificial, 
and  the  Ingenuity  of  mechanism  all 
combine  to  make  patience  the  most 
necessary  condition  of  Italian  victory. 

"That  we  have  advanced  so  far  and 
are  still  advancing  Is  the  highest  praise 
for  the  Italian  army,  while  the  Immense 
difficulties  of  the  taak  are  proof  of  the 
insufficiency  of  the  Italian  frontier, 
which  it  Is  felt  Justified  this  war." 


OTTAWA.  Aug.  9.— The  capture  of 
Warsaw  and  the  driving  back  of  the 
Ruastan  troops  by  the  German  hordes 
has  evidently  roused  the  lighting  blood 
of  expatriated  Canadians.  During  the 
past  week  the  Militia  Department  baa 
received  an  extraordinary  number  of 
letters  from  Canadians  living  in  the 
American  republic  and  from  every  cor- 
ner of  Central  and  South  America  ask- 
ing to  be  allowed  to  join  some  of  the 
Canadian  Overseas  battalions.  As  an 
example  of  the  distance  Canadians  are 
willing  to  cpmo  to  go  to  the  front,  one 
of  today's  letters  was  from  a  Canadian 
In  the  Panama  Canal  sone  and  another 
waa  from  a  former  Canadian  now  liv- 
ing In  Hayti.  They  were  told  to  come 
along.  They  were  advised,  as  are  all 
others  who  write  asking  "to  be  kept  a 
place,"  to  be  carefully  examined  by  a 
doctor  before  leaving  so  that  after  the 
long  journey  they  will  not  be  rejected 
owing   to   medical    unfitness. 

All  the  Canadian  overseas  battalions 
contain  a  fair  proportion  of  Americans, 
as  the  dally  casualty  lists   prove. 

There  is  no  let-up  In  the  ideas  In- 
ventors send  into  the  Militia  Depart- 
ment, which  they  believe  will  help  the 
cause  of  the  Allies.  Every  possible 
invention  from  new  guns  and  aero- 
planes to  new  explosives  which  at  one 
swoop  will  blow  up  the  whole  German 
army  are  being  offered.

Various  Devices  Put  in  Force 
by  Great  Britain  Have  Ma- 
terially Reduced  Number  of 
Enemy's  Craft, 


NEW  YORK,  Aug.  9— The  London 
correspondent  of  The  Tribune  writes: 

"Although  it  is  well  known  that  Ger- 
many now  has  in  commission  and  work- 
ing on  the  blockade  of  the  United  King- 
dom submarines,  of  a  better  type  than 
ever  before,  the  preparations  do  not  ap- 
pear to  be  Increasing  in  effectiveness. 
.No  more  ships  ara  being  sunk  than  In 
the  early  days  of  the  blockade,  in  fact 
the  Admiralty  announced  that  not  a  sin- 
gle British  ship  was  sunk  during  the 
week  ending  July  1. 

"British  naval,  experts  and  British 
mariners  now  scoff  at  German  efforts 
to  cut  off  supplies  from  Kngland.  They 
call  the  blockade  a  failure.  They  ad- 
mit that  a  certain  number  of  ships  are 
destroyed  with  a  considerable  degree 
of  regularity,  but  they  declare  that  the 
percentage  Is  not  likely  to  Increase. 

"Germany  has,  particularly  since  the 
beginning  of  the  war,  made  a  specialty 
of  the  submarine.  She  Is  building  sub- 
marines at  the  rate  of  one  a  week.  Of 
that  there  is  apparently  little  doubt. 

"The  British  Government  has  Infor- 
mation that,  In  all  parts  of  Germany, 
factories  are  at  work  on  submarines. 
At  points  far  inland  parts  are  being 
made,  to  be  transported  by  rail9 to  na- 
val bases,  there  to  be  put  together  and 
launched. 

"They  are  building  at  Hoboken,  out- 
side Antwerp,  having  taken  over  Bel- 
gian shipbuilding  yards.  There  is  evi- 
dence of  construction  at  Zeebrugge,  on 
the  Belgian  coast,  and  certainly  Zee- 
brugge has  been  made  a  submarine 
base,  as  haa  Ostend.  Before  the  war 
Germany  had  twenty-eight  submarines, 
with  a  score  more  under  construction. 
With  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  many 
more  were  laid  down.  It  Is  estimated 
that  it  takes  nine-  months  to  build  the 
engine  of  a  submarine.  The  rest  can 
be  done  In  quicker  time  with  proper 
rachitics,  but  the. craft  has  to  wait  for 
the  engine.

Representatives 
of  Great  Britain,  France,  Italy  and  Rus- 
sia have  been  In  constant  conference 
for  some  time  with  the  representatives 
of  the  Balkan  klngdoma,  and  It  la  al- 
leged that  satisfactory  terms  are  being 
arranged  with  them.  The  Independent 
existence  of  the  Balkan  states  Is  In- 
volved lu  the  victory  of  the  Quadruple 
Entente.

Not  long  ago,  Lord  Kitchener  called 
foi  390.000  more  men.  He  had  already 
raised  a  vast  army,  and  when  thl*  call 
nent  out  there  were  many  who  a*Jd 
the  situation  must  be  very  much  won* 
than  we  had  boen  lad  to  suppose;  but 
thu  Is  not  what  that  e*U  meant.  Th* 
new  army  had  been  raised;  It  had  been 
In  training  for  th*  larger  part  of  a 
year;  It  waa  armed  and '  ready  for  ac- 
tion, or,  at  least,  vary  nearly  so.  But 
•very  army  In  th*  field  must  have  a 
reserve  at  bom*,  and  th*  call  for  JOO,- 
•00  men  was  a  call  for  a  reserve,  and 
wa*  mad*  early  enough  to  have  the  re- 
serve available  to  make  u\\  the  waat- 
ago  of  the  great  new  army.  Our  only 
surprise  at  th*  time  wa*  that  the  call 
wa*  not  for  a  larger  number. 

An  earnest,  an  Impassioned  appeal 
for  recruits  is  not  a  confession  of 
wcakneos;  It  I*  a  call  to  the  national 
strength  to  assert  Itself.  Keep  thl* 
distinction  in  'mind,  and  you.  who  can- 
not for  one  reason  or  another  give  your 
services,  will  be  lesa  anxious  about  th* 
result  of  the  war,  and  you  who  eon 
serve  your  country  In  this,  hour  of 
criala  will  see  your  duty  more  clearly. 
When  the  other  nations  of  the  world 
adopted  compulsory  service,  the  British 
people  reaolved  to  rely  upon  the  senae 
of  duty  and  patriotism  engrained  In 
every  British  heart.  The  reason  why 
tens  of  thousands  of  our  young  men 
aro  not  under  arms  today  la  fhat  ihelr 
fathers  reaolved  to  maintan  fji  them 
liberty  of  service.  But  liberty  of  ser- 
vice carries  with  It  the  duty  to  serve 
freely.      We   can   only    hope    to  maintain 
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that  liberty  by  discharging  tha  duty 
which  gots  with  It.  Hitherto,  in 
British  lands  an  appeal  haa  been  suf- 
ficient; an  ureter  t"  serve  has  never 
been  required.  Remember  JhaA.  if  we 
lived  In  any  other  of  tho  bHHrorent 
ceuntriCB  we  would  hear  no  apt  eala. 
The  order  would  be  given,  and  wa 
would  have  to  go  without  even  being 
tcld   why. 


Let    It    be    supposed    that    the    Inlted 
kingdom  should   tomorrow  discover  that 
ha*  commerce  had  been  swept  from  the 
waa.  and  that  nowhere  In  all  the  world. 
except  on  land  and  In  her  nearest  home 
waters,    her    flag    could    be    shown;    let 
it    further    be   supposed    that   "he    should 
leant    that    practically   all    her   overseaa 
possesions   had    been    taken    from    her;

<>ne  of  the  finest  thtnga  In  all  history 
Is  the  manner  lu  which  France  has 
arisen  to  her  responsibilities  during  the 
war.  The  nation  has  almost  been  re- 
horn  since  August  2  of  last  year.  Those 
of  us  who  did  not  accept  the  Idea  so 
diligently  propagated  by  Germany,  that 
Krar.ce  was  decadent,  were  not  indis- 
posed to  think  that  her  people  had  be- 
come frivolous  and  insincere.  We  have 
seen  them  reach  a  height  of  self-denial 
and  heroic  endeavor  without  parallel  In 
the  country's  history  and  unsurpassed 
In  tne  annals  of  mankind.  In  other 
times  of  national  crisis  the  people  of 
France  have  been  disunited  and  discon- 
tented. Kvcn  In  the  period'  of  Napo- 
leon's greatest  influence  .there  was  in 
the  country  an  element  not  in  accord 
with  his  plans,  and  passively  If  not  ac- 
tively opposed  to  them.  Things  are 
very  different  now.  A  united  and  seri- 
ous nation  has  girded  up  Its  loins  In  a 
struggle  foi  existence,  and  not  for. ex- 
istence alure,  but  for  the  maintenance 
of  ber  place  in  the  family  of  nations. 
An  arrogant  invader  may  assert  his  de- 
termination to  maintain  his  occupation 
of  that  part  of  her  territory  which  he 
wua  able  to  occupy  In  his  first  onset, 
'but  it  will  be  no  dismembered  France 
that  will  .  merge  from  this  conflict. 
Bismarck  t>r.d  von  Moltke  found  the 
country  an  ut.sy  conquest,  for  the  fri- 
volities of  the  Second  Empire  had  weak- 
ened the  national  spirit,  although  the 
marvellous  resistance  offered  ry  Paris 
showed  of  what  the  peofHe  were  capa- 
ble. Moreover,  In  the  campaign  of  1870 
events  had  followed  so  thick  and  fast 
upon  each  other  that  France  was  de- 
feated before  she  realised  that  she  .had 
been  attacked.  But  1916  finds  her  lu 
a  different     condition.     The     Invading 


It  I*  worth  remembering  that  only 
one  of  the  nation*  now  engaged  in  war 
relies  upon  voluntary  recruiting  to  keep 
It*  force*  up  to  what  Is  necessary.

It  baa  be**)  the  proud  boast  of  the 
British  people  that  they  have  always 
gone  to  the  color*  and  never  have  been 
seat,  and  no  far  that  honorable  record 
has  been  maintained.  We  hope  it  will 
be  always  maintained:  but  thie  la  not 
what  we  set  out  to  apeak  about,  which

In  the  larger  newspaper  offices  of  the 
world  communication*  are  handled  by 
a  member  of  the  surf,  who  outs  every- 
thing out  of  them  that  I*  not  necessary 
to  convey  the  writer's  meaning.  The 
result  may  be  Illustrated  by  the  fact 
that  frequently  The  New  York  Herald 
will  have  a  nosen  letter*  In  a  Single 
column.  '  The  London  paper*  very 
rarely  print  long  letter*,  never,  in- 
deed, unleaa  the  writer  Is  an  authority 
on    the   subject   be  diseuaaea.

— Thr  liondnn  chronicle  gives  some  in- 
terestlng  Information  regarding  Uu 
rvethods  to  wilch  Germany  lias  resot'uU 
In  order  to  flnatic.*  the  war.  Befon  fie 
first  war  loan  was  issued  the  German 
Government  eatabllshed  a  great  num- 
ber* Of,  money-lending  Institutions,  whose 
bi'ainess  It  was  to  loan  money  in  the 
form  of  an  Irredeemable  paper  currency. 
These  loans  were  made  on  ah  descrip- 
tions of  non-Jlquld  property,  re.il  or  per- 
sonal. In  this  way  the  public  came  in- 
tt,  possession  of  a  great  amo.tnt  of  what 
passed  for  money  and  yet  passes  as 
such.  It  cannot  be  converted  Into  gold 
or  stiver,  but  being  the  only  available 
currency  It  moves  readily  from  hand  to 
hand.  The  first  loan  was  subscribed  for 
very  largely  In  this  currency.  In  other 
words,  as  The  Chronicle  says,  the  State 
first  loaned  the  money  and  then  bor- 
rowed It  again.  When  a  new  loan  was 
needed  a  fresh  Issue  of  paper  was 
made  and  was  loaned  on  the  security  of 
Che  bonds  Issued  for  the  first  loan,  and 
thr;  Government  then  proceeded  1 1  bor- 
row this.  The  result  Is  that  the  affairs 
of  the  country  arc  being  carried  on  with 
an  irredeemable  currency,  which  la  a 
charge  upon  a  great  mass  of  non- 
liquid  assets.  This  sort  of  financing 
can  be  carried  on  for  some  time,  but 
the  multiplication  of  issues  of  such  cur- 
rency can  only  result  lu  its  deteriora- 
tion. 

This  system  of  financing  Is  akin  to 
the  Issue  of  AsstgnatB,  made  by  the 
French  National  Assembly  In  1790,  with 
thla  difference,  that  an  asulgnat  pur- 
ported on  its  face  to  entitle  the  holder 
to  certain  land.  This  land  consisted  of  the 
forfeited  estates  of  the  Church  and  ot 
banished  nobles.  Theoretically  It  ought 
to  have  been  good  financing,  for  asslgn- 
ats  were  presumed  to  be  based  upon  the 
land,  which  is  the  source  of  all  values. 
But  the  result  was  quite  the  reverse. 
After  a  short  time  asslgnats  began  to 
decline  rapidly  In  value.  In  June,  ITJ'J, 
a  sliver  franc  was  worth, three  asslgnat 
francs.  In  August  of  the  same  year 
six  paper  francs  were  needed  to  obtain 
one '  'silver  franc.  ,  The  Government 
passed  laws  requiring  the  asslgnats  to 
be  taken  at  their  face  value,  and  the  re- 
sult was  that  the  price  of  everything 
went  soaring.     Then     the    expedient  of 


A  dispatch  appearing  in  The  Colon- 
ist of  Saturday  seems  to  have  been 
misread  by  some  persons.  It  referred 
to  .  the  sinking  by  British  submarines

fixing  maximum  price*  In  asslgnats  was 
tried,  but  people  refused  to  do  business. 
In  1706  a  louis  d'or  (twenty-four  francs) 
would  buy  7,200  paper  francs.  Tho  Oov- 
ernment  then  decided  to  withdraw  the 
asslgnats  from  circulation  and  redeemed 
them  at  a  little  under  three  per  cent  of 
their  face  value  by  the  Issue  of  what 
were  called  mandate.  These  soon  fell  to 
one-seven  tie  th  of  their  face  value,  so 
that  an  asslgnat  franc  became  worth 
only  one-twenty-one-hundr*dth  part  of  a 
silver  franc.  Tho  result  of  this  juggling 
with  finance,  an  effort  to  create  values 
by  mean*  of  a  printing  press,  was  the 
financial  ruin  of  the  whole  nation,  ex* 
cept  those  who  had  converted  their  as- 
signals  into  land. 

It  Is  easy  to  understand  that  tlnanci*! 
circle*  in  Germany  must  regard  the  Is- 
sue of  irredeemable  currency  in  that 
country  with  a  great  deal  of  apprehen- 
sion. We  do  not  get  many  glimpses  of 
what  Is  actually  going  on  behind  the 
scenes  there,  but  the  report,  recently 
sent  out,  that  the  great  German  bankers 
had  represented  to  the  Kaiser  that  pro- 
longation of  ^  the  war  meant  financial 
ruin,  seems  easy  of  credit  In  view  of 
what  The  Chronicle  says  and  the  history 
of  other  irredeemable  paper  currencies. 
A  financial  writer,  speaking  of  the 
money  market  after  th*  war,  says  that 
•II  the  nationa  except  Germany  will  rind 
th«m**lve*  compelled  to  agree  upon  a 
basis  of  exchange  between  their  several 
currencies.  H*  eoema  to  think  lb*  finan-

Both  Land  and  Sea  Journeys 
Were  Enjoyable — Battalion

The  following  descriptive  story  of  the 
journey  of  the  18th  Battalion  from  Vic- 
toria to  Shorticliffe  is  written  by  Let.- 
cpi.  F.  a.  Fcan: 

"We,  left  Vancouver  In  two  trains, 
eighteen  cars  In  ours  und  fifteen  In  the 
other,  which  weut  about  an  hour  ahead 
of  us.  it  was  pretty  comfortable  in 
the    train — not    the    least    bit    crowded;

"Our  first  Ioiik  stop  wus  at  Kam- 
loops,  where  we  got  out  and  marched 
around  the  town  for  exercise.  The  peo- 
ple were  certainly  jsuud  to  us,  and  at 
evedy  station  we  stopped  at  wc  were 
given  cigarettes,  flowers  und  candles. 
The  train  ahead  told  the  people  that 
we  were  coming,  and  consequently  the 
stations  were  crowded  upon  our  arrival. 
All    the   girls   wanted   souvenirs. 

"We  had  a  fine  trip  through  the 
Kockiea.  Wc  got  to  Field  about  7  a.  m., 
and  so  went  through  the  mountains 
during  the  daytime.  .Near  Field  we 
were  hold  up  for  two  hours  owing  to 
a  mud  slide  on  the   track. 

"We  arrived  in  Calgary  about  5  a.  Itt. 
und  took  exercise,  leaving  at  p.  m.  We 
stopped  at  Medicine  Hat.  the  beat  place 
on  the  line,  aqd  were  tendered  a  great 
reception  there.  We  also  stopped  at 
Smith's  Falls  and  Carleton  l'lace  quite 
a  while. 

"We  stayed  at  Winnipeg  for  two 
hours  and  took  on  sixty  men  belonging 
to  the  medical  corps.  When  we  arrived 
at  White  River  we  enjoyed  a  swim  in 
the  lake,  situated  nearby. 

"While  the  trip  was  all  that  might 
be  desired  all  the  way,  we  were  glad 
when  we  reached  Montreal.  We  boarded 
the  Grampian  about  4  a.  m.  and  left 
the  wharves  half  an  hour  later.  I  do 
not  know  whether  1  enjoyed  the  ocean 
trip  better  than  the  train  Journey,  but 
it  was  a  lovely  voyage,  and  the  water 
was  as  smooth  as  a  chick  pond  all  the 
way  across, 

"It  took  two  days  to  get  out  of  the 
8f;  Lawrence,  It  whs  foggy  for  two 
days  after  that,  so  we  ran  very  slowly. 
The  steamer  passed  one  iceberg  larger 
than  the  vessel  Itself  during  the  voy- 
age, and  It  made  the  atmosphere  so 
cold  that  we  had  to  put  our  coats  on. 
Lifebelts  Day  aad  Wight 

"There  was  more  drill  on  the  boat 
than  there  had  been  on  the  .train.  There 
were  seventy  men  on  guard  every  day 
and  fifty  of  us  were  picked  with  ri- 
fles In  case  of  an  attack  by  submarines. 
We  had  alarm  drill  once  a  day,  when 
we  had  to  put  our  life-belts  on,  take  a 
rifle  In  hand  and  run  on  deck.  Our 
vessel  had  two  Maxim  guns  aboard  and 
two  twelve-pounders,  and  we  had  shoot- 
ing practice  every  'day.  During  the  last 
two  days  we  carried  the  life-belts  wher- 
ever we  went,  and  it  was  rather  excit- 
ing, for  we  could  not  tcjl  when  a  sub- 
marine might  pop  up. 

"Our  consort  did  not  meet  us  until 
we  Were  one  day  out  from  Plymouth. 
There  was  a  submarine  sunk  south  of 
ua  that  morning,  but  we  arrived  safely 
at  3  p.  in.,  July  10.  having  been  ten 
days  In  crossing  the  water. 

"Plymouth  is  a  grsat  harbor,  with  a 
large  number  uf  ships  passing  in  and 
out  all  the  time,  especially  battleships 
and  cruisers.  A  large  transport  left 
the  day  we  arrived,  bound  for  the  'Dar- 
danelles. There  were  3,000  men  on 
board  her.  It  certainly  Is  wonderful 
how  they  are  able  to  handle  so  many 
men. 

"Our  camp  is  fine;  situated  about 
half  way  between  Shorncliffe  and  Folk- 
stone.  It  Is  known  as  Caesar's  Camp, 
and  from  tt  can  be  obtained  a  splendid 
view  of  the  surrounding  country. 
There  is  a  flying  corps  scouting 
around  tonight — five  aeroplanes  up  in 
the  air,  making  a  noise  like  a  big  bee 
flying  around.  This  afternoon  there 
was  a  large  airship  up. 

"A  large  number  of  soldiers  from  the 
l«tli  Battalion  are  also  "here,  having 
been  Invalided  back  from  the  front.' 
They  have  somV  awful  tales  to  tell.  I 
tell  you  that  even  the  people  here  do 
not  realise  that  the  war  Is  Just  across 
In  Prance:  It  is  a  terrible  thing! 

"We   are   going   to   be   inoculated    to- 
morrow,   and    so  •  will    get   a   rest    for* 
two  or .  three  days.*

Lt-Col.  Arthur  B.  Hodgins,  who  Is  to 
take  command  of  the  Western  Pioneers' 
Battalion  as  soon  as  it  has  been  organ- 
ised, arrived  In  the  city  yesterday  from 
Duncan,  where  he  spent  the  week-end. 
The  unit  which  he  is  now  engaged  in 
forming  will  be  of  a  somewhat  novel 
nature  to  British  Columbia,  Its  principal 
function  in  warfare  being  to  build 
trenches,  and  do  various  engineering  and 
construction  work. 

Col.  Hodgins  has  received  Instructions 
to  raise  a  battalion  of  1.100  men  for 
overseas  service,  the  men  to  be  specially 
selected  with  regard  to  their  capacity  as 
pioneers. 

Recruiting  for  the  new  battalion  is  to 
commence  immediately,  and  as  soon  as 
the  preliminary  arrangements  have  been 
completed,  the  recruiting  officers  will  be 
appointed  and- stationed  at  various' points 
in   the  four  Western  Provinces. 

Trench-building,  road-making  and 
railway  construction,  making  field  de- 
fences and  sapping  will  be  Included  in 
the  duties  of  the  new  unit,  and  for  all 
branches  of  this  work  its  members 
must  be  well  fitted.  Most  of  the  men 
will  be  recruited  from  construction 
camps  along  the  railway  lines,  and 
skilled  mechanics  and  artisans  will  also 
be  accepted. 

Recruiting  stations  will  be  established 
at  Victoria,  Vancouver,  Calgary,  Winni- 
peg, Prince  Rupert  and  other  smaller 
places,  while  recruiting  officers  will 
scour  the  country,  making  a  special  ef- 
fort to  take  tn  mining  and  construction 
camps  on  their  itinerary.  It  has  not 
yet  been  dertnitely  decided  where  the 
battalion's  headquarters  will  be  situated, 
but  an  announcement  In  this  respect 
probably  will  be  made  within  the  next 
two  or  three  days. 

It  Is  generally  anticipated  that  there 
will  be  an  enthusiastic  response  to  Col. 
Hodgln's  appeal  for  recruits,  as  there 
are  at  present  a  great  many  men  In  /he 
Province  who  are  capable  of  doing  the 
kind  of  work  which  would  be  assigned 
to  them. 

Major  James  A.  Macdortnell,  popularly 
known  throughout  the  Province  as  "BIS 
Jim,"  will  be  second  in  command  of  the 
battalion;  and  he  will  start  recruiting  at 
once.  He  is  a  well  known  railroad  en- 
gineer and  contractor  and  a  popular  per- 
sonality among'  railroad  construction 
workers.

SPLIT  EVENLY  ON      • 


Alderman  McNeill  Fails  to 
Secure  Sufficient  Support  to 
Pass  By-Law  for  Safeguard- 
ing Public. 


An  even  division  on  tlie  question  at 
the  necessity  or  otherwise  of  the  past- 
ing of  by-law  regulations  governing 
the  operation  of  jitney  cars  in  the  city 
waa  the  outcome  of  nearly  an  hour's 
discussion  by  the  City  Council  last 
night  on  a  by-law  Introduced  by  Alder- 
man McNeill.  But  a  short  time  ago 
the  same  question  was '  under  debate, 
uut  the  Council  split  equally,  and  the 
matter  was  dropped.  Alderman  Mc- 
Neill was  apparently  not  satisfied  and 
ot  late  he  has  been  drafting  the  pro- 
visions of  a  by-law  such  ss  he  believed 

sJldUIS   be"  enforced. Beyond  securing 

the  Introduction  of  the  measure  last 
.light  and  having  it  advanced  to  its 
'first  reading,  he  waa  unable  to  get  fur- 
ther action. 

Alderman  Todd,  In  amendment  to  the 
motion  for  the  second  reading  of  the 
•by-law,  moved  that  .the  measure  be 
postponed  indefinitely.  Aldsrmen  Todd, 
porter,  Bell,  F*ullerton  snd  Ssrgent  fa- 
vored postponement,  while  the  Mayor 
and.  Aldermen  McNeill,  Dllworth,  Okell 
•nd  McCandless  advocated  the  second 
reading,  and  then  tabling  the  measure 
until  It  could  be  submitted  to  the 
Jitney  Association.  As  a  tie  vote  Is  a 
negative  one  neither  step  was  decided 
upon.  Alderman  McNeill  will  again 
attempt  at  the  nest  meeting  to  advance 
the  measure. 


The  by-law  contemplated  the  regula- 
tion of  tbe  number  of  passengers  ta  oe 
carried,  prohibited  paeseagers  entering 
or  alighting  from  the  motor  while  -n 
motion,  or  the  collection  of  fares  ex- 
cept while  the  motor  ass  at*  a  stand- 
still, no  motor  "lo  stop  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  on  or  letting  off  passengers 
at  a  less  distance  from  a  crossing  than 
thirty  feet.  Other  regulations  pro- 
vided for  adoqoate  room  for  tan 
driver,  the  keeplag  of  rout*  otgas  la 
prominent  positions,  ese  ef  noa-skM 
devices  in   wet  weather,  etc. 

The  chief  provision  of  the  by-law 
was  that  requiring  that  all  owners  of 
jitney  csrs  should  furnish  s  bond  as 
security  far  payment  for  all  damago 
aad  compensation  which  the  owner  or 
driver  might  be  liable  to  pay  for  in- 
juries occasioned  sny  person  wklle 
being  carried  as  a  passenger. 

Alls  bus  McNeill,  la  introducing  the

Kmphatlc  denial  to  Htatements  in  a  re- 
cent  communication  "from    the   honorary 
secretary   of  the  Victoria  Anti-Tubercu- 
losis Society  to  the  effect  that  tubercu- 
losis  Is   ranidly   on   the   increase    In    the 
city  was  .made  by  Alderman  McCandless, 
chairman  of  the  health  committee  of  the 
city  council,   last   night.     The  alderman 
was   referring    to     a     report   which    the 
health  committee  had  brought  In  dealing 
with    suggestions      made     by    the    Anti- 
tuberculosis    Society     which     advocated 
some   compulsory    method   of    the   disin- 
fection  of   vacant   houses.      He  declared 
that   statements   concerning    the   alleged 
Impure  quality  of  the  milk  vended  In  the 
City  had  been  made  last  year  and   this, 
but  the  fact  was  that  the  records  showed 
an    infant    mortality    which    wan    excep- 
tionally small.     Some  persons  had  com- 
plained that  the  quality  of  the  meat  be- 
ing sold  here  was  very  bad,  and  yet  the 
Ajiurea    showing   health   conditions    have 
not  disclosed  such  a  condition.     Now  the 
Anti-tuberculosis  Society  came  out  with 
the  statement  of  the.  spread  of  tubercu- 
losis.

JlopreaonUtlToa  from  Vancouver.  Vic- 
toria, Now  Westminster  and  NanatmO 
were  present  yesterday  In  the  delega- 
tion, numbering  thirty-five  persons, 
which  waited  upon  the  Government  to 
urge  the  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  In- 
toslcating-  liquor  during  the  continuance 
ef  the  war.  The  Government  Waa  also 
asked  to  pledge  Itself  that  after  the 
war,  before  reverting  to  the  status  que 
ante.  It  would  take  a  referendum  of  the 
people.  Sir  Richard  McBrlde,  after 
hearing  a  presentation  of  the  case  from 
a  number  of  speakers,  promised  the 
matter  would  have  the  prompt  atten- 
tion of  the  Government.  A  definite 
answer  will  he  returned  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  convention  which  the  tem- 
perance people  have  called  at  Vancou- 
ver on  August  24. 

Alderman  8argent  was  the  spokes- 
man for  the  delegation,  and  explained 
the  resolutions  which  had  been  passed 
at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  Social  Ser- 
vice Commission.  In  his  Judgment 
there  waa  no  doubt  that  public  opinion 
waa  strongly  behind  the  movement  for 
prohibition. 

Mr.  Leonard  Talt  said  no  movement 
oould  be  more  spontaneous.  It  was 
forced  to  the  front  as  a  matter  which 
demanded  attention  through  the  crisis 
of  the  terrible  war  in  which  the  ques- 
tion of  national  safety  or  destruction 
was  trembling  In  the  balance.  He 
dwelt  at  length  on  the  aspect  of  the 
case  from  the  economical  standpoint, 
citing  the  official  statements  issued  by 
Russia  and  France  that  added  efficiency 
had  been  secured  through  the  prohibi- 
tion of  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors. 
He  was  aware  that  some  difficulties  had 
to  be  met. — There  was  the  very  serious 


question  of  compensation;  no  Injury 
should  be  done  to  vested  Interests,  and 
this  matter  could  probably  best  be  ad- 
Justed  by  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mission. 

Alderman   HoBTeUl's   Flea 

Alderman  McNeill  dwelt  at  length  on 
the  general  question  of  prohibition  and 
the  loss  to  the.  atate  from  the  liquor 
traffic.  With  a  world  war  in  progress 
it  was  incumbent  upon  all  government* 
throughout  the  Empire  to  conserve  the 
foodstuffs  for  food  purposes,  and  not 
to  have  a  considerable  portion  diverted 
through  the  manufacture  of  Intoxicants. 
All  luxuries  were  being  eliminated 
from  the  expenditures  of  the  people 
through  sheer  necessity.  He  had  ob- 
tained data  from  the  City  Hall  which 
Indicated  that  In  Victoria  there  were 
today  no  less  than  fifty-eight  places 
engaged  in  the  sale  of  intoxicating  li- 
quors by  retail.  This  did  not  take  Into 
account  the  breweries  nor  the  whole- 
salers. A  fair  calculation  was  that  the 
dally  taking*  at  each  of  the  fifty-eight 
places  would  average  $60  per  day  at 
the  present  time.  A  little  calculation 
would  show  that  over  11,000,000  a  year 
was  thus  being  spent  on  liquor  in  Vic- 
toria alone.  While  he  had  always  been 
of  the  opinion  that  legislation  should 
never  be  ahead  of  public  opinion,  yet 
he  was  convinced  that  the  time  had  now 
arrived  when  the  Government  would  be 
warranted  In  taking  drastic  action  along 
the  lines  Indicated, 

Mrs.  Mitchell  devoted  her  remarks  to 
the  evil  effects  of  the  liquor  on  home 
life  and  the  burden  which  It  Imposed 
upon  the  women  and  children.  She 
cited  the  case  of  Russia  and  Increased 
deposits  in  the  savings  banks  of  that 
country  since  the  aale  of  vodka  had 
been  prohibited,  as  proof  of  the  wis- 
dom of  prohibitory  laws. 

Dr.  Home  spoke  at  length  on  the  need 
of  the  state  conserving  Its  efficiency 
during  the  great  crisis  confronting  the 
Empire  and  the  necessity  of  everyone 
making  every  sacrifice  Just  now  if  the 
war  was  to  be  brought  to  a  successful 
conclusion.  The  grains  that  were  now 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  alcoholic 
beverages  could  be  better  utilised  In 
feeding  stock.  In  his  Judgment,  prohi- 
bition waa  coming  In  British  Columbia 
as  well  as  elsewhere,  and  it  would  be 
the  part  of  wisdom  for  the  Government 
to  recognise  that  fact. 

aYalsss  ideas**  Sows 

Mr.  C.  B.  Morgan,  of  Vancouver,  pre- 
sented the  views  of  the  Business  Men's 
Prohibition  Committee  and  told  of  the 
progress  of  the  movement  on  the  Main- 
land. He  praised  the  good  and  efficient 
licence  laws  in  British  Columbia  which 
had  hren  introduced  by  the  Attorney- 
Uonoral,   but  in   his  Judgment   the  time 


Sir  Richard  McBrlde.  replying  for  the 
Government,  said  that  he  felt  greatly 
indebted  to  the  deputation  for  having 
come  and  presented  their  views  so  forc- 
ibly and  well.  For  the  past  ten  or 
twelve  years  the  Government  had  each 
year  toeeived  delegations  of  temper- 
ance people  who  bad  urged  reform  In 
the  liquor  traffic,  and  It  had  dono  Its 
best  to  meet  the  views  of  thla  elaaa 
and  at  the  same  time  do'  full  Justice 
to  everybody  concerned.  He  thought, 
however,  that  they  would  agree  with 
him  that  there  were  gome  serious  ques- 
tions involved  that  could  not  be  dis- 
posed of  hastily.  One  of  the  spcakera 
had  asked  for  a  definite  answer  before 
August  84,  and  the  Government  would 
undertake  to  give  it.  The  liquor  busi- 
ness throughout  the  Province  represent- 
a  very  great  Investment,  and  there  was 
the  question  of  compensation.  This 
waa  a  very  serious  problem,  and  he  was 
glad  to  note  that  oner  of  the  apeakers 
had  taken  cognisance  of  that  phase  of 
the  question.  The  Government  would 
have  to  take  care  it  did  not  go  ahead 
of  public  opinion.  Suppose  the  Govern- 
ment did  summon  a  special  session  of 
the  legislature,  aa  proposed,  and  put 
prohibition  into  effect,  did  they  think 
they  would  have  harmony  all  over  the 
Province? 

Several  delegates — Tes. 

Thev  had  a  perfect  right  to  that  opin- 
ion, continued  Sir  Richard,  but  they 
should  remember  that  the  responsibility 
was  not  on  themselves  but  on  the  Gov- 
ernment, who  were  In  the  position  of 
having  to  represent  all  classes  In  the 
community  when  they  put  legislation  on 
the   statute    books    of   the   country. 

Dr.  Home — Russia  Is  an  example  of 
the   beneficent   effects   of   prohibition. 

Kir  Richard — As  between  the  policy 
pursued  by  Russia  and  Great  Britain, 
I  think  I  would  prefer  to  stick  to  the 
example  of  Britain. 

This  concluded  the  proceedings,  and 
the    deputation    withdrew,    after    a    few

What  was  needed  today 
was  efficiency  and  economy.  He  urged 
the  Government  to  try  and  give  a  spe- 
cific answer  to  the  representa- 
tion* now  made  to  It  prior  to  the  date 
of   the  convention   In   Vancouver.

Mrs.  Erna  Land she rg,  wife  of  Mr. 
Frederick  Landsberg,  manager  of  the 
Kmplre  Realty  Company,  died  yester- 
day morning,  at  3  o'clock,  at  the  resi- 
dence, ioh  Medina  Street.  Death  was 
the  result  of  a  long  Illness,  from  which 
she  had  suffered  for  several  years. 
The  late  Mrs.  Landsberg  was  very  well 
known  here  and  In  various  parts  of  the 
Province,  and  was  noted  for  her  phi- 
lanthropy. 

The  deceased  Was  born  39  years  ago. 
In  Warsaw,  Poland,  and  came  first  to 
the  Pacific  Coast  In  1894,  In  order  to 
visit  her  brother,  Mr.  H.  Marymont, 
new  living  In  Oakland,  California. 
Shortly  after  her  arrival  in  the  West, 
she  became  the  wife  of  Mr.  Lands- 
berg,  whe  toon  took  up  his  residence 
In  Victoria.

LAndsberg  returned  to  her  native  city. 
Warsaw,  for  a  visit  to  her  parents. 
Two  years  later  she  and  her  husband 
removed  to  ion  Medina  Street,  which 
has  been  their  home  ever  since.  In 
1M1  a  second  visit  wax  made  to  Po- 
land, and  In  the  following  year,  her 
ailment  becoming  aeriouM.  she  was  ac- 
companied to  Kurope  by  her  husband, 
to  be  attended  by  a  specialist.  Two 
years  ago  **he  was  taken  to  Professor 
Newmark.  and  was  for  nonio  twelve 
months  a  patient  In  a  California  sani- 
tarium. She  had  been  bark  In  Victoria 
a  little  more  than  a  year  when  her  ill- 
ness  became   fatal.

TALK  OF  PEACE 


vtaacifig  Deal 


The  Berliner  Morgenpost  recently 
published  the  following  vivid  descrip- 
tion  of  fh*  awful  battle*  north  of  Ar- 
ru  by  Dr.  Max  Oeborne.  a  special  war 
correspondent  who  hsa  been  at  the 
Western  front  sines  the  beginning  of 
the  war: 

"With  four  or  five  other  oorreapond- 
eata  I  had  decided  to  vlpit  our  advanced 
trenches  near  Arraa.  Two  officers;  a 
captain  and  a  raff  youog  lieutenant, 
offered  to  load  ua  to  tbo  other  German 
positions.  They  Jumped  Into  our  oar, 
•ad  ailantly  we  apod  on  through  the 
night. 

"After  a  while  tha  H»ht»  •'  our  »uto 
war*  extinguished.  <  Not  a  alga  of  Hfe 
waa  dlaoemlblo  around  ua.  aa  wo  ran 
along  tbo  road  cautiously  but  awlftly. 
.  Then  w*  noticed  gray  ehadowe  moving 
through  the  darknoaa  singly  and  in 
groupa.  More  and  more  of  theao  sha- 
dowa  appeared.  They  were  troops  com- 
ing  from  the  front  or  advancing  to  the 
trencbaa  Between  \he  rulna  of  destroy- 
ed villages  we  noticed  rooting  eompenles 
Of  reserves. 

"Further  on  we  paaaed  long  columna 
of  Infantry,  tralna  of  wagons  carrying 
ammunition  and  many  ambulances  filled 
With  wounded  eoldiera.  Thousands  of 
fighters  and  hundreds  of  horaea  and 
wagons  paaaed  ua  silently.  Not  one  loud 
word  waa  spoken.  The  orders,  of  the 
officer*  were  given-  In  a  whlaper  or  by 
signals,  but  here  and  there  we  beard 
tbe  soldiers  softly  humming  the  melody 
of  Nome  melancholy  eong. 

"Suddenly  our  car  stopped  and  we 
had  to  advance  afoot  over  the  dusty, 
rocky  road.  The  narrow,  thin  sickle  of 
tbe  moon  had  risen  in  the  meantime, 
casting  a  faint  light  on  the  landscape.

There  la  no  reason  why  the 
opponents  abould  offer  conditions  that 
would  only  prolong  tbe  war  unduly. 
There  are  increasing  signs  that  Inter- 
national hatred  la  decreasing.

'process  developed  by  German  chemists 
for  the  utilisation  of  wood  pulp  as  a 
substitute  for  cotton  In  the  manfacture 
of  explosives  are  given  by  The  Chroni- 
cle, which  says  the  substitute  Is  being 
used  successfully  at  three  large  fac- 
tories at  Mannheim.

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BULGARIA'S  TERMS 

Balkan    Kingdom    la    Vow    Bargaining 

With  Turkey  for  Territorial 

Concessions 

LO.vno.N,  Aug.  10. — A  protocol  signed 
between  Turkey  and  Bulgaria  regarding 
the  Dedeagatch  Railway  leaves  Bul- 
garia unpledged  as  to  her  attitude  In 
the  European  war,  according  to  a  dis- 
patch to  The  Times  from  Sofia  under 
date  of  August  2.  Bulgaria,  the  corre- 
spondent sOys,  is  determined  not  to 
allow  her  hands  to  be  tied. 

The  protocol  Is  said  to  transfer  tu 
Bulgaria  all  Turkish  territory  west  of 
the  Marltisa  River.  The  concession  Is 
made  by  Turkey  In  the  hope  of  thus 
establishing  friendly  relations  with  a 
neighbor  whose  attitude  is  considered 
6f  the  greatest  importance.  Although 
the  protocol  Is  said  to  have  been  signed, 
discussion  of  the  final  details  has 
brought  up  several  obstacles,  and  nego- 
tiations are  now .  apparently  at  a  Stand- 
still. 

Tbe  Bulgarians  are  reported  to  be 
demanding  further  concessions  which 
tbe  Turks  are  unwilling  to  yield  In  the 
face  of  Russia's  reverses.

The    hospitals    have   hitherto    allowed 
great    freedom    In    this    respect,    tfnd    :t 
must  be  conceded  that  visitors  not   ln-^ 
frequently   abuse   the   privilege   granted 
them.      They    remain    too    long    In    the 
rooms,    and    too    many    persons    are    in 
the    ward    or    room'  at     .one     time,      it 
must    be    very    difficult    Indeed    for    the 
nurses  to  prevent  excitement  or  weari- 
ness   hurtful    to    tbe    patients.      TT~ 3TT 
vlsitors    except    the      closest      relatives! 
made    it   a   rule    to   make   a    short    call 
and    to    refrain    from    entering    a   room 
where   other   vlaitors  were,   they   would 
do   far   more    good.      Moat   patients   like 
to  see  their  friends  and  to  receive  flow- 
era  and  delicacies,   but  long  visits  and 
much  talking  should  be  deferred  to  the 
return  of  patients  to  their  own  homes. 
It  Is  easy  to  weary  people  who  are  111 
enough    to    be    confined    to    a    hospital. 
At  the  same  time  they   love  to  be  re- 
membered. 


Molls  of — war  are — made — rrrry — are  eiw- 
ployed  in  great  numbers.  They  are 
working  111  Hie  tields  and  gardens,  and 
they  arc  employed  as  butlers  and  foot- 
men. This  Is  in  addition  to  the  nurses 
who  have  gone  with  the  Red  Cross  or 
are  employed  in  the  hospitals  at  home. 
.Many  of  these  belong  to  the  Upper  and 
middle  classes,  who,  In  the  past,  have 
done  no  work  of  any  kind  that  could  be 
made    to    produce   an    income. 

In  Canada,  no  such  changes  have  yet 
taken  place.  This  Is  partly  because  the 
self-supporting  young  woman  Is  the  rule 
and  not  the  exception,  and  married'  wo- 
men perform  much  of  the  labor  in  their 
own  homes.  The  wives  and  children  and 
mothers  of  most  soldiers  who  have  gone 
to  the  front  have  been  provided  for  and 
have  not  felt  the  necessity  of  making  • 
much  change  In  their  way  of  living. 

Yet,  even  here,  the  departure  of  nurses 
and  doctors  for  the  front  will  leave 
vacancies  In  those  professions,  and  there 
will  be  other  changes  not  easy  now  to 
forecast.  In  Great  Hrltain  women  are 
being  urged  to  enter  upon  the  study  of 
medicine  and  surgery.  Already  the  war 
lias  shown  that  the  woman  can  fill  the 
place  Of  hospital  doctor  under  very  try- 
ing conditions.  There  are,  at  least,  two 
base  hospitals  operated  entirely  by  wo- 
men, and  these  have  received  praise 
from    the   authorities. 

Yet  it  takes  many  of  the  best  years 
of  the  life  of  a  man  or  woman  io  qualify 
for  a  doctor's  degree,  it  Is  doubtful  If, 
when  the  war  Is  over,  there  will  be  more 
openings  In  comparison  than  there  are 
now.  Yet  a  great  advance  has  been 
made  when  It  has  been  proved- that  wo- 
men surgeons  and  physicians  can  suc- 
cessfully compete  with  men.  The  girl 
who  feels  called  to  this  profession  and 
has  time  and  means  need  no  longer 
hesitate  to  enter  upon  the  course.  It  Is 
to  be  remembered,  however,  that  the 
work  Is  hard  and  demands  great  self- 
denial.     ' 

It    is    not    to    be    supposed    that    those 
women   In  Great  Hrltain,   the  even   tenor 
of    whose    lives    has    been    so    suddenly 
changed,    will    all    return    to    the    places 
where   the     opening   of   the   war     found 
them.     Thousands   will    have   tasted   the 
sweets   of    Independence,    and    will    have 
found  new  spheres  of  usefulness.     When 
the    sadly    diminished    ranks    return,    as 
they    must    return,    sooner    or    later,    to 
their  places  in  the  Industries  or  the  busi- 
ness of  the  country,  many  of  their  sub- 
stitutes will  seek  In  the  overseas  domin- 
ions   scope    for    their    newly    discovered 
talents.     There  should   be  room  In  Can- 
ada for  many  of  these.     May  It  not   be 
that   It   is   a   part   of   the  duty   of   Can- 
adians who  remain  at   home   to  prepare 
by  doing  what  they  can  In   the  develop- 
ment of  the  country,  a  place  for  them?

Bay  has  been  southern  pine  from  the 
United  States.  It  is  expected  that  the 
bulk  of  the  lumber  to  be  used .  in  the 
conatructlon  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  ter- 
minals will  be  shipped  from  British  Co- 
lumbia. This  was  Intimated  by  Captain 
Davies,  when  on  this  Coast,  who  stated 
that  he  expected  to  return  here  next 
Spring  with  the  Durley  Chine  to  load 
further  shipments  The  Durley  Chine 
touched  at  Halifax  for  coal  and  sup- 
plies, and  has  since  cleared  fur  the 
Hudson's  Bay  port,  and  her  arrival  at 
Port  Nelson  is  expected  at  any  time.

Masset.  Indian  tillage.  Wharf— A 
wharf  lias  been  constructed  at  the  ln- 
<ll.»n  village  Of  Massett,  at  a  spot  0.2 
mile  to  the  northwest  of  the  "Observa- 
tion Spot."     The  wharf  Is  T-shaped,  510 

feet  long,  and  81  feet  st  the  head,  whore 

thete  is  a  depth  of  12  feet  at  low  water. 

"N»w  Mafset — Is  a  settlement  situated 

three  miles  from  tin  try  Point,  the  town- 
site  being  laid  out  at  the  southern  end 
of  the  peninsula  between  Delkatla  Creek 
and  the  Hound,  and  was  founded  In  1909. 
It  now  has  a  hotel,  post  office,  stores, 
church,  school  and  telegraph  station. 
The  telegraph  system  connects  with 
Queen  Charlotte,  Hkldegate  Inlet,  and 
by  telephone  to  the  radiotelegraph  sta- 
tion at  Deadtree  Point.  A  steamer  calls 
weekly  frim  Prince  Rupert,  aad  It  la  a 
distributing  centre  for  Masset  Inlet. 

Wharf — A  wharf  has  been  constructed 
at  a  point  0.2S  mile  from  the  southern 
extremity    of    Harrison    Point,    and    0.2 


mile  to  trie  southeast!!  of  the  triangular 
station  mark  on  the  chart.  This  wharf 
is  T-shaped,  490  feet  long,  and  so  feet 
at  the  head,  where  there  is  a  depth  of 
'.'0  feet  at  low  water.  The  former  wharf 
situated  0.45  mile  from  Harrison  Point 
Is  not  in  u«e. 

Delkatla — A  new  settlement,  on  the 
eastern  aide  of  the  entrance  to  Delkatla 
Creek,  where  a  townalte  has  been  laid 
out.  Is  connected  to  Masset  by  a  bridge 
built  across  the  creek.  This  bridge  is 
altuated  o.l*  mile  from  Harrison  Point 
and  runs  In  a  direction  of  102  deg.  (N. 
75    deg.    B.    Mag.) 

Hturgess  Bay — In  the  southwest  por- 
tion of  Hturgeas  Bsy,  and  situated  0.12 
mile  232  deg.  (K.  ft  deg.  w.  Mas.)  from 
the  mouth  of  the  stream  there  ohown,  a 
shack  has  been  built.  Although  not  of 
a  permanent  character,  thla  affords  s 
good  mark  for  the  purposes  of  naviga- 
tion, as  there  Is  no  conspicuous  mark  In 
hturgeas  bay  to  fig  by. 

Wharf — A  wharf  has  bean  erected  by 
tho  Dominion  Government  at  a  paint 
o.fl  mile  to  the  eastward  nf  Bay  Paint, 
to  give  access  to  the  Klncoilth  Mission.
